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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group III includes details directed toward the method of 
manufacture including the steps of selecting a torque increment and selecting a shaft to mount N 
number of modules needed to reach or exceed by less than an increment the torque required for 
the machine and member to be driven.
